Unknown Maker. "Huipil," late 20th century, cotton, velvet. Gift of Gretchen and Nelson Grice. 2001.93.10 


Huipil. A huipil is a hand-woven blouse made and worn by Maya women in Guatemala. Using a back-strap loom, the women create colorful brocaded designs. 
Patterns can be very elaborate to show the maker's skill, and to indicate the village or town of origin. An indigenous style, the huipil is widely recognized as an 
outstanding example of textile art and vernacular dress.
